Southern Illinois Dinner club 
members were informed last night 
This viewpoint was expressed by 
Mrs 
Irene Walker Bowman 
of 
Woodward. Okla . who has a rich 
background as a former teacher 
and a- a world traveler is a keen 
observer of world affairs. 
Mrs. Bowman gave her views 
of Germany 
France, Italy, Switz­ 
erland, England and of world af­ 
f a i r rn general as she found them 
by her own observance. 
Germany she found is the grow­ 
ing power of Europe which has 
made a tremendous comeback and 
v ut e industry and production are 
very high, 
t h e Western powers 
must not disillusion the German 
people, she said, because Germany, 
which wants unity, is going to bar­ 
gain for its freedom in the months 
to come. 
Fiance, with a complicated gov­ 
ernment. is gone as a first class 
power, she said. 
Communism is 
very strong and the character of 
the French people has been ruin­ 
ed by black m arkets and moral 
decadence. 
Italy, Mrs. Bowman said, has 
the largest communist party out­ 
sail- of Russia, and in spite of the 
Catholic church 
arid the strong 
fight of Pope Pius XII against 
communism, the people have ac­ 
cepted it because of the extreme 
poverty and hunger. 
This nation 
is also replete with moral decad­ 
ence 
Mrs. Bowman said, 
and 
while reconstruction has been ra ­ 
pid the wage scales have been 
very low while basic costs of food 
and clothing have been high.
